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FIRST  LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY

Convened  at  Bannack,  December  12th,  1864 

The  first  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Montana,  pursuant 
to  a  call  of  the  Governor,  met  at  Bannack  City,  Monday,  December  12th 
A.D.,  1864  at  12  o'clock. 

The  Governor  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.  The  following  members  being 
present:  Bell,  Buck,  Courtright,  Detwiler,  Faulds,  Huffaker,  Johnson, 
Mayhew,  McCormick,  Ryan,  Stuart  and  Smith  came  forward,  were  sworn 
in  by  the  Governor,  and  subscribed  to  the  oath. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Courtright,  Mr.  Detwiler  was  elected  Chairman  Pro 
Tern.  Mr.  Haynes  was  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  temporary  Clerk  by 
Mr.  Smith.  W.  L.  Brown  was  nominated  by  Mr.  Mayhew  for  the  same 
position.  The  members  proceeded  to  an  election  by  ballot,  which  resulted 
in  the  election  of  W.  L.  Brown  first  Clerk  Pro  Tern. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Courtright,  the  House  adjourned  to  meet  Thursday, 
December  15th,  1864  at  10  o'clock  a.m.

SECOND  DAY 

House  of  Representatives 
December  15th,  1864 

House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

House  called  to  order  by  the  Chair.  The  following  members  present: 
Bell,  Buck,  Courtright,  Detwiler,  Faulds,  Huffaker,  Johnson,  Mayhew, 
McCormick,  Ryan,  Stuart  and  Smith. 

Journal  of  previous  meeting  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mayhew,  George  W.  Hill  was  elected  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  Pro  Tern. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Johnson,  Aaron  Flaugh  was  elected  Doorkeeper  Pro 
Tern. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mayhew,  the  House  proceeded  to  elect  permanent  offi- 
cers. George  Detwiler  was  nominated  by  Mr.  Courtright.  A.  E.  Mayhew 
was  nominated  by  Mr.  McCormick  as  candidate  for  Speaker. 

The  following  members  voted  for  Mr.  Detwiler:  Buck,  Faulds, 
Courtright,  Johnson,  Mayhew,  Smith  —  6.  For  Mr.  Mayhew:  Bell, 
McCormick,  Detwiler,  Huffaker,  Ryan,  Stuart  —  6.  No  choice. 

The  members  then  proceeded  to  a  second  ballot.  There  appeared  for  Mr. 
Detwiler:  Buck,  Courtright,  Faulds,  Johnson,  Mayhew,  Smith,  Stuart  — 
7.  For  Mr.  Mayhew:  Bell,  McCormick,  Detwiler,  Huffaker,  Ryan  —  5.  Mr. 
Detwiler  having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes,  was  declared  duly 
elected  Speaker. 

W.  L.  Brown  was  nominated  by  Mr.  McCormick  for  Chief  Clerk  and 
Thomas  J.  Hosford  was  nominated  by  Mr.  Johnson.  There  appeared  for 
Mr.  Brown:  Messrs.  Bell,  Buck,  Courtright,  Huffaker,  Mayhew, 
McCormick,  Ryan  and  Detwiler  —  8.  For  Mr.  Hosford:  Faulds,  Johnson, 
Stuart  and  Smith  —  4. 

William  L.  Brown  having  received  a  majorit}'  of  the  votes  was  declared 
duly  elected. 

George  G.  Stevens  was  nominated  by  Mr.  Smith  for  Assistant  Clerk  and 
J.  J.  Blake  was  nominated  by  Mr.  Bell  (for  the  same  office).  There 
appeared  for  George  G.  Stevens:  Messrs.  Buck,  Courtright,  Detwiler, 
Faulds,  Johnson  and  Smith  —  6.  For  Mr.  Blake,  Messrs.  Bell,  Huffaker, 
Mayhew,  McCormick,  Ryan  and  Stuart  —  6.  No  choice. 

Second  ballot.  For  George  G.  Stevens:  Bell,  Buck,  Courtright,  Detwiler, 
Faulds,  Johnson,  Stuart  and  Smith  —  8.  For  Mr.  Blake:  Huffaker, 
Mayhew,  McCormick,  Ryan  —  4  (and  whereupon)  George  G.  Stevens  was 
declared  elected. 

W.  J.  Richardson  was  nominated  by  Mr.  McCormick  for  Enrolling  Clerk 
and  Mr.  Miller  was  nominated  by  Mr.  Johnson  (for  the  same  office)  and 
on  ballot,  there  appeared  for  Mr.  Richardson:  Messrs.  Bell,  Buck, 
Courtright,  Huffaker,  Mayhew,  McCormick,  Ryan,  Stuart,  Detwiler  —  9. 
For  Mr.  Miller:  Faulds,  Johnson  and  Smith  —  3  (and  whereupon)  Mr. 
Richardson  was  declared  elected. 

Mr.  Judd  was  put  in  nomination  by  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Blake  by  Mr.

Bell  as  candidates  for  Engrossing  Clerk  (and  on  ballot).  There  appeared 
for  Mr.  Blake:  Bell,  Buck,  Courtright,  Huffaker,  Mayhew,  McCormick, 
Ryan,  Stuart  and  Detwiler  —  9.  For  Mr.  Judd:  Faulds,  Johnson  and  Smith 
—  3  (and  whereupon)  Mr.  Blake  was  declared  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Courtright,  George  W.  Hill  was  declared  elected  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms  unanimously. 

Mr.  Flaugh  was  put  in  nomination  by  Mr.  Johnson  and  Mr.  Martin  by 
Mr.  Mayhew  as  candidates  for  Door  Keeper  (and  on  ballot).  There 
appeared  for  Mr.  Flaugh:  Bell,  Buck,  Courtright,  Detwiler,  Faulds, 
Huffaker,  Johnson,  McCormick,  Stuart  and  Smith  —  10.  For  Mr.  Martin: 
Mayhew  and  Ryan  —  2  (and  whereupon)  Mr.  Flaugh  was  declared  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McCormick  a  committee  of  two  was  appointed  to 
invite  Judge  Williston  to  swear  in  the  officers  elect.  Judge  Williston 
appeared  after  being  waited  on  by  the  committee  and  administered  the 
oath  prescribed  by  law. 

Mr.  Mayhew  offered  the  following  resolution.  Resolved:  That  a  commit- 
tee of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to  inform  the  Secretary  of  the 
Territory  that  we  have  no  stationery  with  which  to  proceed  to  business. 
Passed  and  the  following  named  members  appointed  said  committee: 
Mayhew,  Bell  and  Courtright. 

Mr.  Mayhew  also  offered  the  following  resolution.  Resolved:  That  the 
Clerk  be  instructed  to  inform  the  Council  that  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives has  organized  by  electing  George  Detwiler  Speaker  and  is  now  ready 
to  receive  any  communication  that  body  may  have  to  make.  Passed. 

Mr.  Smith  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was  adopted.  Resolved: 
That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  inform  the  Council  that  we 
shall  be  ready  to  meet  them  in  joint  convention  tomorrow  at  10  o'clock 
a.m.  to  hear  the  Governor's  message. 

Mr.  McCormick  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was  adopted. 
Resolved:  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to 
inform  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  that  the  House  is  now  organized 
and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  or  message  he  may  have  to 
deliver. 

Mr.  Smith  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was  adopted.  Resolved: 
That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  draft  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  House.  The  Speaker  appointed 
Messrs.  Smith,  McCormick,  Johnson,  Stuart  and  Buck  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mayhew  the  House  adjourned  to  2  o'clock  p.m. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Speaker  in  the  Chair. 

Roll  called.  Members  all  present. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mayhew  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  inform  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Territory  that  more  chairs  were  needed  in  this  House. 

Mr.  Mayhew  then  offered  the  following  resolution.  Resolved:  That  the 
privileges  of  this  House  be  extended  to  the  Governor  and  Judges  of  this 
Territory  and  also  members  of  the  Bar  and  Clergymen.  Adopted. 

Resolved:  That  the  Enrolling  Clerk  of  this  House  have  the  right  to 
employ  not  to  exceed  three  Assistant  Enrolling  Clerks.  Adopted. 


SECOND  DAY  5 

The  following  resolution  was  received  from  Council.  Resolved:  That  the 
Secretary  inform  the  House  of  Representatives  that  the  Council  has  con- 
vened, formed  a  quorum  and  elected  R.  Lawrence  —  President,  G.  A. 
Haynes  —  Secretary,  Frank  H.  Angevine  —  Assistant  Secretary,  Robert 
Hereford  —  Engrossing  Clerk,  J.  C.  Ryan  —  Enrolling  Clerk,  H.  G.  Otis 
—  Sergeant-at-Arms,  Harris  Gilman  —  Door  Keeper,  Sylvester 
Chamberlain  —  Fireman  and  Wright  P.  Edgerton  —  Page,  and  are  now 
ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Mayhew  that  John  H.  Rogers  be  admitted  to  his 
seat.

On  motion  of  Mr.  McCormick,  Mr.  Rogers  was  admitted  within  the  Bar. 
Mr.  Rogers  being  called  upon  declined  taking  the  prescribed  oath  and  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Mayhew  was  admitted  to  his  seat  upon  taking  the  following 
oath:

I,  John  H.  Rogers,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  support,  protect  and 
defend  the  Constitution  and  Government  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Organic  Act  of  the  Territory  of  Montana  against  all  enemies  whether 
domestic  or  foreign  and  that  I  will  bear  true  faith,  allegiance  and  loyalty 
to  the  same,  any  ordinance,  resolution  or  law  of  any  State  Convention 
or  Legislature  notwithstanding,  and  further  that  I  do  this  with  a  full 
determination,  pledge  and  purpose  without  any  mental  reservation  or 
evasion  whatsoever,  and  further,  that  I  will  well  and  faithfully  perform 
all  the  duties  which  may  be  required  of  me  as  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Territory  of  Montana.  So  help  me  God.

Resolved:  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  notify 
the  House  that  the  Council  will  be  ready  to  meet  them  in  joint  convention 
at  10  o'clock  a.m.  December  16th  A.D.,  1864  to  hear  any  communication 
His  Excellency,  Governor  Edgerton,  may  have  to  make  to  this  Legislative 
Assembly. 
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The  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed  by  the  Speaker  report  that  the 
following  named  persons  are  entitled  to  seats  as  members  of  the  Lower 
House  of  the  First  Legislative  Assembly  of  Montana  Territory:  Francis 
Bell,  I.  N.  Buck,  M.  Courtright,  George  Detwiler,  William  Faulds,  E.  B. 
Johnson,  William  Huffaker,  A.  E.  Mayhew,  W.  J.  McCormick,  John  H. 
Rogers,  Patrick  Ryan,  James  Stuart  and  A.  J.  Smith. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Buck,  the  House  adjourned  to  meet  tomorrow  in  Joint 
Session  at  10  o'clock  a.m. 


THIRD  DAY 

House  of  Representatives 
December  16th,  1864 

House  met  agreeable  to  adjournment. 

Mr.  Speaker  in  the  Chair.  Present:  Messrs.  Bell,  Buck,  Courtright, 
Faulds,  Huffaker,  Johnson,  Mayhew,  McCormick  and  Stuart. 

Minutes  of  last  meeting  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  a  committee  of  two  was  appointed,  consisting 
of  Messrs.  Smith  and  Stuart  to  inform  the  Council  that  the  House  were 
now  ready  to  receive  them.  The  Council  being  announced,  the  Joint 
Session  commenced. 

Mr.  Bagg  of  the  Council  moved  that  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  inform  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council  to  be  present  with  the  roll  of  members  of  his  House. 
Carried. 

Roll  of  both  Houses  called.  Absent:  Mr.  Thompson  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Smith  of  the  House  moved  that  a  committee  of  four  members,  two 
from  each  House,  be  appointed  to  inform  the  Governor  that  the  Houses 
were  in  Joint  Session  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  might  be 
pleased  to  make.  Carried.  Whereupon  Messrs.  Potter  and  Worden  of  the 
Council  and  Messrs.  Smith  and  Johnson  of  the  House  were  appointed  said 
committee. 

Mr.  Smith  from  the  committee  to  wait  on  the  Governor  made  the  follow- 
ing report:  That  they  had  discharged  their  duty  and  that  the  Governor 
sends  the  following  communication:  "When  the  Houses  are  organized 
according  to  law  and  members  have  taken  the  oath  prescribed  by  Con- 
gress, then  I  have  communications  to  make,  and  not  before."  On  motion 
of  Mr.  Bagg  of  the  Council,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  received  and 
the  committee  discharged. 

Mr.  Mayhew  offered  the  following  resolution.  Resolved:  That  the  legis- 
lators proceed  to  perform  their  duties  as  members  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  Territory  of  Montana.  Adopted. 

Mr.  McCormick  offered  the  following  resolution.  Resolved:  That  the 
President  of  the  Joint  Convention  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Montana  appoint  a  joint  committee,  two  from  the  Council  and 
three  from  the  House  to  prepare  an  address  to  the  people  of  the  Territory 
stating  the  difficulties  that  surround  them  in  the  performance  of  the 
important  trusts  that  have  been  committed  to  their  charge  by  the  law 
abiding  citizens  of  this  Territory,  and  that  said  committee  memorialize 
the  General  Government  upon  the  same  subject.  Resolution  adopted  and 
the  following  committee  named:  Messrs.  McCormick,  Mayhew  and 
Detwiler  of  the  House.  Messrs.  Bagg  and  Potter  of  the  Council. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Buck  the  Joint  Session  adjourned. 

Mr.  Mayhew  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  confer 
with  a  committee  of  the  Council  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  both 
Houses.  Adopted.  Messrs.  Mayhew,  Stuart  and  Bell  were  appointed  said 
committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Buck  the  House  adjourned  to  2  o'clock  p.m. 
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AFTERNOON  SESSION 

House  met.  Speaker  in  the  Chair.  All  the  members  present. 

Mr.  Smith  from  the  Committee  to  Draft  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
Government  of  the  House  made  the  following  report  and  recommended 
its  adoption. 

Rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives 

No.  1  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  Chair  at  the  time  to  which  the  House 
stands  adjourned  and  the  House  shall  then  be  called  to  order,  and  the 
roll  of  members  called,  and  the  names  of  the  absentees  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  Journal  of  the  House. 

No.  2  Upon  the  appearance  of  a  quorum  the  Journal  of  the  preceding 
day  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  and  any  mistakes  therein  may  be  cor- 
rected by  the  House. 

No.  3  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  and  shall  decide 
questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

No.  4  The  Speaker  shall  vote  on  all  questions  taken  by  Yeas  and  Nays 
(except  on  appeals  from  his  own  decision)  and  in  all  elections  or  divi- 
sions called  for  by  any  member. 

No.  5  When  the  House  adjourns,  the  members  shall  keep  their  seats, 
until  the  adjournment  is  announced  by  the  Speaker. 

No.  6  Every  member  previous  to  his  speaking  shall  rise  from  his  seat 
and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  Speaker. 

No.  7  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once,  the  Speaker  shall  desig- 
nate the  member  who  is  first  to  speak;  but  in  all  cases  the  member 
who  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Chair  shall  speak  first. 

No.  8  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject 
without  leave  of  the  House,  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member 
choosing  to  speak  on  the  question  pending  shall  have  spoken. 

No.  9  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  put  unless  the  same  be  seconded. 
It  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker  before  debate,  and  any  such  motion 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any  member  desires  it. 

No.  10  After  a  motion  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker  it  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time 
before  amendment  or  decision,  but  all  motions,  resolutions  and  amend- 
ments shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  whether  they  are  rejected  or 
adopted. 

No.  11  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received, 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day  to  commit  or  to  amend;  which 
several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand 
arranged,  and  a  call  of  the  House  may  be  had  upon  the  demand  of  two 
members. 

No.  12  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a 
member  is  addressing  the  Chair  or  a  vote  is  being  taken;  that  and  the 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

No.  13  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  Shall  the  main  ques- 
tion be  now  put?  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present,  and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all 
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debate  and  bring  the  House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  the  amendment 
reported  by  a  committee,  if  any;  upon  pending  amendments,  and  then 
upon  the  main  question,  on  a  motion  for  a  previous  question,  and  prior 
to  the  seconding  of  the  same,  a  call  of  the  House  shall  be  in  order;  but 
after  a  majority  shall  have  seconded  such  motion,  no  call  shall  be  in 
order  prior  to  a  decision  of  the  main  question. 

No.  14  When  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative,  it  shall 
leave  the  main  question  under  debate  for  the  residue  of  the  sitting 
unless  sooner  disposed  of  by  taking  the  question  or  in  some  other  man- 
ner. 

No.  15  All  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made 
for  the  previous  question,  during  the  pending  of  such  motion,  or  after 
the  House  shall  have  determined  that  the  main  question  shall  be  now 
put,  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise  without  debate. 

No.  16,  Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  House, 
shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker  or  by  a  member  in  his  place. 

No.  17  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  before  the  vote  is  declared 
from  the  Chair,  and  no  other,  shall  vote  for  or  against  the  same,  unless 
the  House  shall  excuse  him  or  unless  he  is  immediately  interested  in 
the  question,  in  which  case  he  shall  not  vote. 

No.  18  When  the  Speaker  is  putting  the  question,  no  member  shall  walk 
out  or  across  the  House;  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking  shall  any 
person  entertain  any  private  discussion  or  pass  between  him  and  the 
Chair. 

No.  19  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  any  member 
may  have  the  same  divided. 

No.  20  A  member  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless 
permitted  to  explain,  and  the  House,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  the 
case.  If  there  be  no  appeal  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted 
to.  On  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave 
of  the  House,  except  when  a  member  is  called  to  order  for  offensive 
language,  in  which  case  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

No.  21  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  motion  for  leave,  or  by  an 
order  of  the  House  on  a  report  of  a  committee;  and  one  day's  notice 
at  least  shall  be  given  of  a  motion  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  unless 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  vote  in  favor  of  its  being 
brought  in  without  such  previous  notice.  Every  notice  of  a  motion  for 
leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  (and  every  motion  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill) 
shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  shall  contain  the  title  of  the  bill. 

No.  22  Every  bill,  before  being  introduced,  shall  have  endorsed  thereon 
the  title  of  the  same  and  every  bill,  or  resolution,  shall  have  thereon 
the  name  of  the  member  introducing  it;  and  when  ordered  by  a  commit- 
tee, the  name  of  such  committee  shall  be  endorsed  thereon. 

No.  23  All  bills,  memorials  or  joint  resolutions  shall  be  read  the  first 
time  for  information  and  if  opposition  be  made  to  it,  the  question  shall 
be,  "Shall  the  bill  be  rejected?"  If  no  opposition  be  made,  or  if  the  motion 
to  reject  be  lost,  the  bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  a  ques- 
tion. 

No.  24  All  bills,  memorials  or  joint  resolutions,  on  their  second  reading, 
shall  be  read  by  their  title  and  the  question  taken  upon  their  commit- 
ment, amendment  or  engrossment  for  a  third  reading. 
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No.  25  All  bills,  memorials  or  joint  resolutions  on  their  third  reading 
shall  be  read  at  length  and  no  amendment  shall  be  in  order  except  by 
unanimous  consent  of  the  House. 

No.  26  All  bills  shall  be  read  three  times  before  their  final  passage,  and 
may  be  read  twice  on  the  day  of  presentation  unless  otherwise  ordered 
and  no  bill  shall  be  passed  unless  it  shall  have  been  read  once  at  length. 

No.  27  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under 
consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment;  no  bill  or 
resolution  shall  at  any  time  be  amended,  by  annexing  thereto  or 
incorporating  therewith  any  other  bill  or  resolution  pending  before  the 
House. 

No.  28  In  forming  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  Speaker  shall 
appoint  a  chairman  to  preside. 

No.  29  Bills  committed  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  shall,  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole  thereon,  be  first  read  through  unless  the 
committee  shall  otherwise  order,  and  then  read  and  debated  by  sections, 
leaving  the  title  to  be  last  considered;  all  amendments  shall  be  noted 
in  writing  and  reported  to  the  House  by  the  Chairman. 

No.  30  All  questions  whether  in  committee  or  in  the  House  shall  be  put 
in  the  order  they  are  moved,  except  in  the  cases  of  privileged  questions 
and  in  filling  up  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time  shall 
be  first  put. 

No.  31  A  similar  mode  of  proceeding  shall  be  observed  with  bills,  which 
have  originated  in  and  passed  the  Council,  as  with  bills  originating  in 
the  House,  except  that  they  shall  not  be  printed. 

No.  32  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order  unless  on  the 
same  day,  or  on  the  day  following  that  on  which  the  decision  proposed 
to  be  reconsidered  took  place,  nor  unless  one  of  the  majority  shall  move 
such  reconsideration. 

No.  33  When  notice  of  the  intention  to  move  the  reconsideration  of  any 
bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  given  by  a  member,  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  shall  retain  the  said  bill  or  joint  resolution  until  after  the  time 
during  which  the  said  motion  can  be  made,  unless  the  same  can  previ- 
ously be  disposed  of. 

No.  34  Any  member  who  votes  on  that  side  of  a  question  which  pre- 
vailed may  be  at  liberty  to  move  a  reconsideration;  and  a  motion  for 
reconsideration  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

No.  35  In  all  cases  when  the  House  is  equally  divided  the  question  shall 
be  lost. 

No.  36  The  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole  House,  so  far  as  may  be  applicable  except  that  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  not  be  called,  the  previous  question  enforced,  nor  the  time  of 
speaking  limited. 

No.  37  A  motion  that  the  committee  rise  shall  always  be  in  order  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

No.  38  Standing  committees,  consisting  of  three  members  each,  shall  be 
appointed  on  the  following  subjects:

No.  39  The  Committee  on  Engrossment  shall  examine  all  bills,  after 
they  are  engrossed,  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  correctly 
engrossed,  before  their  third  reading;  said  committee  may  report  at 
anytime. 

No.  40  The  Committee  on  Enrollment  shall  examine  all  House  bills,  and 
joint  resolutions,  which  have  passed  the  two  Houses,  and  when  reported 
correctly  enrolled,  they  shall  be  presented  to  the  presiding  officers  of 
the  House  and  Council  for  their  signatures,  and  when  so  signed,  to  the 
Governor  for  his  approval;  said  committee  may  report  at  any  time. 

No.  41  Select  committees,  to  whom  references  shall  be  made,  shall  in 
all  cases  report  a  state  of  facts  and  their  opinion  thereon  to  the  House. 

No.  42  In  all  cases  where  a  bill,  order,  resolution  or  motion  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the  House,  the  name  of  the  member  moving 
the  same  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

No.  43  No  persons  shall  be  admitted  within  the  Bar  of  the  House  but 
the  Executive,  members  of  the  Council,  Territorial  Treasurer  and  Audi- 
tor, Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  District  Courts,  members  of  Congress 
and  those  who  have  been  members  of  Congress,  or  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil and  such  other  persons  as  the  House  shall  deem  proper  to  admit. 

No.  44  The  Speaker  shall  cause  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  make  a  list 
of  all  bills,  resolutions,  reports  of  committees  and  other  proceedings  of 
the  House  which  are  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House 
and  which  are  not  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  any  particular  day,

No.  46  Whenever  the  report  of  any  Committee  of  Conference  contains 
several  modifications  or  amendments,  any  member  may  have  the  same 
divided,  and  the  question  of  concurrence  taken  separately  upon  each 
modification  or  amendment. 

No.  47  When  the  House  have  arrived  at  the  general  orders  of  the  day, 
they  shall  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  upon  such  orders,  or  a  partic- 
ular order  designated  by  a  vote  of  the  House,  and  no  other  business 
shall  be  in  order  until  the  whole  are  considered  or  passed,  or  the 
committee  rise;  and  unless  a  particular  bill  is  ordered  up,  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  shall  consider,  act  upon,  or  pass  the  general  orders  accord- 
ing to  the  order  of  their  reference. 

No.  48  The  Speaker  may  leave  the  Chair  and  appoint  a  member  to  pre- 
side but  not  for  a  longer  time  than  one  day  except  by  leave  of  the  House. 

No.  49  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  embraced  in  Jefferson's 
Manual  shall  govern  the  House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable, 
and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules  and 
orders  of  the  House,  and  the  joint  rules  and  orders  of  the  Council  and 
House  of  Representatives.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Courtright,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  received 
and  the  committee  discharged. 

Mr.  Courtright  moved  that  the  Rules  for  the  government  of  the  House 
reported  by  the  committee  be  adopted.  Carried. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Smith  that  the  Enrolling  Clerk  make  fourteen  copies  of 
the  rules.  Passed.

Resolved:  By  the  House 
of  Representatives,  the  Council  concurring,  that  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
Districting  of  the  Territory  judicially  and  for  representation  that  a 
committee  of  two,  one  from  the  Council  and  one  from  the  House,  be 
appointed  to  employ  some  competent  person  to  draft  a  map  of  the  Ter- 
ritory at  as  early  a  day  as  possible.  Carried  and  Mr.  Mayhew  appointed 
on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Mayhew  presented  a  petition  of  Franklin  Ruff  and  others.  Referred 
to  Committee  on  Incorporation. 

On  leave  Mr.  Mayhew  gave  notice  that  on  some  future  day  he  would 
introduce  the  following  bills: 

"To  regulate  fees  of  the  Officers  of  the  Territory  of  Montana." 

'To  incorporate  the  town  of  Montana  in  Beaver  Head  County." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mayhew  the  petition  for  a  road  called  the  Nevada 
and  Red  Rock  Wagon  Road  was  referred  to  Committee  on  Incorporations. 

Mr.  McCormick  offered  the  following  resolution.  Resolved:  That  a 
committee  of  two  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  to  inform  the  Secretary 
of  the  Territory  that  no  committee  rooms  have  been  furnished  for  the  use 
of  the  members  of  the  House  and  that  said  committee  request  that  said 
rooms  be  furnished  immediately.  Adopted  and  Messrs.  McCormick  and 
Smith  appointed  on  said  committee. 

Mr.  Smith  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  inform  the 
Council  that  we  will  be  ready  to  meet  them  in  joint  session  at  2  o'clock 
p.m.  to  hear  the  Governor's  message.  Passed  and  Messrs.  Smith  and 
Courtright  appointed  said  committee. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Council:

We  have  been  appointed  by  the  Council  to  inform  your  honorable  body 
that  the  Council  will  be  ready  to  meet  the  House  at  two  o'clock  this  p.m.

AFTERNOON  SESSION

The  members  of  the  Council  and  House  being  in  joint  session,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  took  the  Chair. 

Roll  of  both  Houses  called.  Members  all  present. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Smith  that  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  act  as  Clerk 
of  the  joint  session.  Carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McCormick  a  committee  of  two  was  appointed,  one 
from  each  House,  to  wait  on  the  Governor  and  inform  him  that  the  Houses 
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were  in  joint  session  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  might  have 
to  make.  Mr.  McCormick  of  the  House  and  Mr.  Thompson  of  the  Council 
were  appointed  said  committee. 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Governor  returned  with  the 
following  report: 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Governor  to  inform  him  that 
the  two  Houses  are  convened  in  joint  session  to  receive  any  communica- 
tion he  may  have  to  make,  have  to  report  that  we  have  performed  the 
duty  assigned  to  us  and  that  his  Excellency  will  forthwith  communicate 
with  the  convention  and  that  we  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Gover- 
nor to  the  convention.

Governor's  Message  to  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Montana 

To  the  Honorable  Council  and  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  Montana  Territory: 

Gentlemen: 

You  have  met  here,  the  representatives  of  the  people  in  the  first  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Montana.  To  your  hands  is  committed 
the  honorable  but  responsible  duty  of  enacting  such  laws  as  may  conduce 
to  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  the  people.  To  enact  the  first  laws  — 
to  set  in  motion  the  machinery  of  government  for  a  young  but  rapidly 
growing  Territory,  is  a  task  of  no  ordinary  import,  and  the  limited  time 
assigned  for  your  labours,  by  the  act  of  organization  will  require  of  you 
the  most  patient  industry  and  unswerving  devotion  to  business.  I  have 
no  doubt  you  have  assembled  with  the  energy  and  resolute  purpose 
commensurate  with  the  high  and  responsible  duties  you  have  assumed. 
And  it  becomes  my  duty  as  well  as  my  greatest  pleasure,  to  cooperate 
with  you  in  every  measure  for  the  advancement  of  the  interest  of  the  Ter- 
ritory. 

In  the  prosecution  of  our  labour,  we  should  find  abundant  encourage- 
ment, and  incentive  in  the  unparalleled  growth  and  prosperity  of  our  Ter- 
ritory. But  a  few  years  since  the  country  now  embraced  in  the  Territory 
of  Montana,  was  little  better  known  than  the  interior  of  Africa,  a  few 
explorers  had  passed  over  it,  a  few  hunters  and  trappers  had  found  their 
way  into  its  mountain  fastnesses,  but  its  vast  resources  were  unknown, 
the  rich  deposits  of  precious  metals  lay  concealed  awaiting  the  all 
enduring  energy,  and  patient  research  of  the  hardy  miner.  It  is  now  only 
a  little  more  than  two  years  since  gold  was  first  discovered  here  and  less 
than  six  months  since  our  Territorial  organization,  and  now  we  rival  the 
oldest  of  our  sister  Territories  in  population  and  inferior  to  none  in  future 
promise.  Within  this  short  time  large  settlements  have  been  made,  society 
has  been  organized,  and  towns  and  cities  have  sprung  up  with  a  rapidity 
and  growth  that  challenges  credulity,  and  almost  realizes  the  wildest 
dreams  of  romance,  and  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  distance  we 
are  from  the  settled  portions  of  our  Country,  the  large  stretch  of  desert 
and  mountain  which  intervenes,  the  growth  of  this  Territory  appears 
indeed  marvelous  and  speaks  well  for  the  energy  and  enterprise  of  our 
people.  The  tide  of  emigration  which  has  set  in  upon  us  with  such  force 
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during  the  past  year,  will  increase  in  power  and  magnitude  with  each 
succeeding  year.  Thousands  in  the  States  are  now  looking  to  this  Territory 
as  the  field  for  future  enterprise  and  at  no  distant  day  our  population 
will  not  only  warrant  but  require  our  admission  as  one  of  the  States  of 
the*  American  Union.  In  view  of  the  immense  emigration  flocking  to  our 
Territory  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of 
construction  of  a  road  to  the  States  more  direct  than  any  that  has  yet 
been  opened.  The  usual  route  from  the  Missouri  River  both  for  immigra- 
tion and  freight  is  now  by  the  way  of  Fort  Laramie,  South  Pass  and 
Lander  Road,  or  by  the  still  more  circuitous  one  up  the  South  Piatt 
through  Bridgers  Pass  and  Great  Salt  Lake  City.  These  routes  impose 
upon  every  person  seeking  our  Territory  not  only  hundreds  of  miles  of 
unnecessary  travel  but  require  the  crossing  and  recrossing  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  I  am  sure  that  a  more  feasible  route  can  be  established  to 
the  North  Western  States,  shortening  the  distance  six  or  seven  hundred 
miles  and  avoiding  altogether  the  necessity  of  crossing  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  I  believe  that  Congress  has  already  by  an  Act,  approved  June 
30th,  1864  established  a  post  road  from  Sioux  City  in  the  state  of  Iowa, 
via  Yankton  in  the  Territory  of  Dacotah,  Niobrarah  in  Nebraska,  thence 
to  Gallatin  in  our  Territory.  This  route  is  perhaps  as  direct  and 
unexceptionable  as  any  that  could  be  selected,  and  would  form  a  continu- 
ous, and  nearly  direct  route  from  the  North  Western  States  to  Walla 
Walla.  Could  this  road  be  opened  it  would  be  of  inestimable  value  to  this 
Territory,  forming  as  it  would  a  great  highway  through  the  very  heart 
of  our  Territory,  connecting  more  nearly  with  the  East  and  West,  the 
Atlantic  and  the  Pacific  states.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  you 
memorialize  Congress  upon  this  subject  asking  for  an  appropriation  suffi- 
cient to  open  the  road  at  an  early  period,  and  I  trust  that  our  Delegate, 
will  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  urge  upon  Congress  the  importance 
of  this  measure  which  so  vitally  affects  our  prosperity. 

The  mining  interests  of  the  Territory  will  claim  your  early  and  earnest 
consideration.  The  new  discoveries  of  Gold  and  Silver  establish  beyond 
a  reasonable  doubt  that  this  is  to  be  not  only  one  of  the  richest  but  one 
of  the  most  permanent  mining  countries  in  the  Continent.  These  facts  now 
so  well  demonstrated,  will  invite  capital  and  labour,  and  these  valleys  will 
soon  resound  with  the  clash  of  machinery  taking  from  our  mountains  the 
untold  wealth  which  for  ages  has  awaited  the  hand  of  industry. 

I  would  call  your  special  attention  to  an  act  passed  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Idaho,  and  approved  February  4th,  1864 
entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  discovery  of  Gold  and  Silver  Quartz  Leads, 
and  of  the  manner  of  their  location."  It  appears  to  me  that  this  law  is 
inadequate  to  the  wants  of  our  people,  and  some  of  its  provisions  are 
unjust  and  oppressive.  The  5th  Section  of  this  act  reads  as  follows,  "Quartz 
claims  recorded  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  this  act 
shall  entitle  the  person  so  recording  to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  himself, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  provided:  That  within  six  months  from  and  after 
the  date  of  recording  he  shall  perform,  or  cause  to  be  performed  thereon, 
work  amounting  in  value  to  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars." 

The  provisions  in  this  section  appear  to  me  to  be  peculiarly  unwise.  It 
bears  with  great  severity  upon  that  hardy  and  persevering  class  of  men 
who  have  endured  so  much  of  privation  and  labour  in  bringing  to  light 
the  resources  of  the  country.  Whatever  obstacle  in  the  way  of  legislation 
is  thrown  into  the  path  of  the  prospector,  will  retard  our  progress  and 
development.  When  capital  and  machinery  have  found  their  way  into  this 
Territory  sufficient  to  work  these  mines,  then  it  will  be  for  the  interest 
of  persons  holding  claims  to  open  them,  and  it  will  require  no  legislation 
to  quicken  the  promptings  of  self  interest.  But  until  that  time  the  expendi- 
ture proposed  would  be  simply  a  waste  of  time  and  money. 
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I  would  further  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  reduce 
a  Quartz  claim  from  two  hundred  to  one  hundred  feet  in  length  and  also, 
whether  the  number  of  claims  on  a  lode  should  not  be  limited  each  way 
from  the  discovery.  Intimately  connected  with  this  subject  is  another  in 
which  the  people  of  this  Territory  feel  a  deep  and  sensitive  interest.  I 
allude  to  the  schemes  introduced  into  Congress  for  the  disposal  and  taxa- 
tion of  mineral  lands,  while  I  am  confident  that  the  general  government 
would  intentionally  do  nothing  to  our  detriment,  yet  through  a 
misconception  of  our  true  situation  and  the  peculiar  nature  of  mining 
interests  it  might  inflict  upon  us  an  irreparable  injury.  We  should  be  will- 
ing as  we  are  to  do  our  part  in  support  of  the  Government  under  which 
we  live  but  we  should  raise  our  protest  against  such  measures  which 
strike  a  direct  blow  at  our  prosperity.  The  life  of  the  miner  is  one  of 
privation  and  hardship  and  mining  is  proverbially  precarious.  The  claim 
which  appears  today  inexhaustible  may  tomorrow  be  worthless.  The  miner 
should  like  every  other  man  pay  upon  what  he  is  worth,  and  taxation 
should  rest  not  upon  the  unknown  and  possible,  but  upon  the  known  and 
actual.  Government  should  find  its  support  in  the  wealth  that  is  and  not 
in  the  wealth  that  may  be.  I  hope  we  have  heard  the  last  of  such  measures, 
and  that  Government  will  adhere  to  the  long  established  policy.  The 
government  of  the  United  States  has  too  deep  an  interest  in  these  mining 
districts  to  legislate  rashly.  From  them  is  to  be  drawn  the  wealth  that 
is  to  sustain  its  credit  and  redeem  its  promises  and  every  miner  who  lifts 
the  pick  or  shovel  is  an  ally  of  Government  and  every  pound  of  gold  taken 
out  adds  to  its  stability  and  power. 

That  mad  proposition  made  in  the  last  Session  of  Congress  to  have 
Government  seize  the  mines  and  turn  off  the  miners  was  a  blow  aimed 
alike  at  us  and  the  government  of  which  we  are  a  part,  and  had  its  origin 
in  the  rancor  of  disloyalty.  If  mining  is  to  be  taxed  (which  I  think  it  should 
not  be)  the  least  oppressive  and  least  offensive  method  would  be  to  tax 
the  gold  at  the  mint  where  ultimately  most  of  the  gold  will  find  its  way. 
I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  your  memorializing  Congress  upon  this 
subject. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  peace  and  prosperity  to  the  people  of 
this  Territory.  The  numerous  Indian  tribes  within  our  borders  have  mani- 
fested a  friendly  disposition,  and  few  acts  of  violence  or  lawlessness  have 
been  perpetrated.  It  is  for  the  best  interest  of  this  Territory  that  these 
amicable  relations  should  be  cultivated  and  continued.  While  I  shall 
endeavor  to  punish,  with  promptness  and  severity,  any  Indian  aggression 
upon  our  settlements,  I  shall  at  the  same  time  hold  to  a  strict  accountabil- 
ity any  who  may  trespass  upon  the  rights  of  the  Indians.  In  this  way  only 
can  peace  be  maintained.  You  will  determine  whether  any  additional 
legislation  is  necessary  for  the  punishment  of  lawless  and  unprincipled 
men  who  engage  in  unlawful  traffic  with  the  Indians. 

I  trust  that  the  Government  will  at  an  early  day  take  steps  for  the 
extinguishment  of  the  Indian  title  in  this  Territory  in  order  that  our  lands 
may  be  brought  into  market. 

The  agricultural  interests  of  this  Territory  will  claim  your  earnest  con- 
sideration. Most  of  the  necessaries  of  life  have  heretofore  been  brought 
from  the  States  or  Salt  Lake  Valley,  hundreds  of  miles  over  mountainous 
roads.  This  has  rendered  prices  almost  fabulous,  taking  from  the  miner 
much  of  his  hard  earnings.  Our  population  is  increasing  with  such  rapid- 
ity that  we  cannot  longer  depend  upon  foreign  supplies.  We  must  look 
to  ourselves  and  as  soon  as  possible  become  a  self-sustaining  people.  While 
mining  as  now  will  ever  constitute  the  paramount  interest  yet  agriculture 
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must  form  the  enduring  basis  of  our  prosperity.  Without  it  we  are  but 
tributaries  to  and  dependences  upon  surrounding  but  far  distant  settle- 
ments. Our  necessities  will  constitute  the  measure  of  their  demands  and 
we  shall  remain  the  victims  of  a  heartless  cupidity,  and  this  too  while 
we  can  boast  of  as  fertile  lands,  of  as  rich  valleys  as  any  country  on  the 
continent.  Wheat,  and  indeed  all  the  cereals  can  be  raised  here  in  abun- 
dance, as  the  past  year  has  fully  demonstrated,  and  every  vegetable  that 
can  be  raised  in  the  states,  grows  here  yet  more  abundantly.  Stock,  which 
in  other  countries  require  so  much  labour  and  forethought  to  provide  for 
its  winter  subsistance,  here  lives  and  fattens  through  the  winter  in  our 
valleys.  I  know  of  no  country  so  inviting  to  the  husbandman  as  this,  where 
labour  meets  with  such  sure  and  munificent  reward.  To  your  fostering 
care  and  encouragement,  I  commit  this  great  interest. 

It  will  devolve  upon  you  to  devise  some  system  of  education  to  meet 
the  immediate  wants  of  our  people.  The  Government  with  a  wise 
forethought  has  made  liberal  provision  for  this  purpose  in  the  Organic 
Act  setting  apart  two  sections  of  land  in  each  township  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  school  fund.  With  proper  care  these  lands  will  furnish  a  rich 
endowment  for  our  common  schools,  placing  them  upon  a  sure  and  perma- 
nent basis.  But  these  lands  are  not  now  available  and  it  may  be  years 
before  we  can  realize  any  considerable  advantages  from  them.  Hundreds 
of  children  are  now  in  the  Territory  which  a  wise  legislature  will  not 
permit  to  grow  up  in  ignorance.  For  in  a  free  government  like  ours,  where 
public  measures  are  submitted  to  the  judgment  of  the  people,  it  is  of  the 
first  importance  that  that  people  should  be  so  educated  as  to  understand 
the  bearing  of  public  measures.  A  self-ruling  people  must  be  an  educated 
people  or  prejudice  and  passion  will  assume  the  power,  and  anarchy  will 
soon  usurp  the  authority  of  Government. 

Children  are  in  one  sense  the  property  of  the  public  and  it  is  one  of 
the  highest  and  most  solemn  duties  of  a  State  to  furnish  ample  provision 
for  their  education.  It  has  been  well  said  by  a  distinguished  jurist,  that 
it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  boy  than  to  punish  the  man,  and  if  the  edu- 
cation of  the  boy  is  neglected,  the  punishment  of  the  man  may  become 
a  necessity,  for  crime  and  ignorance  go  hand  in  hand. 

The  mail  facilities  are  altogether  inadequate  to  meet  the  wants  of  our 
extended  and  growing  population.  A  mail  route  should  be  established  from 
Virginia  City  to  Gallatin,  another  from  Virginia  City  to  Fort  Benton  via 
Prickley  Pear  Valley,  and  one  from  Bannack  City  to  Jocko  with  Post  Offi- 
ces at  Willow  Creek,  Fort  Owen,  Hell  Gate  and  Jocko.  I  would  recommend 
that  you  memorialize  the  Post  Master  General  and  ask  for  this  additional 
mail  service. 

The  question  of  taxation  will  become  of  no  small  difficulty  and  will 
require  much  of  your  time.  Taxation  should  be  as  light  as  the  necessities 
of  the  public  will  permit.  A  sufficient  amount  of  money,  however,  must 
be  raised  by  taxation  to  meet  the  internal  and  municipal  wants  of  the 
Territory.  Political  economists  have  said  that  no  tax  law  can  be  absolutely 
just  and  equal,  yet  wise  legislation  should  aim  at  justice  and  equality  so 
that  no  class  or  occupation  shall  bear  an  undue  proportion  of  the  public 
burde 

The  subject  of  currency  is  beginning  to  agitate  the  minds  of  our  people 
and  many  are  of  the  opinion  that  interest  and  patriotism  alike  require 
our  adoption  of  the  national  currency.  Wherever  it  has  been  adopted, 
whether  in  State  or  Territory,  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  people  has 
attested  the  wisdom  of  the  measure.  The  loyal  States  that  have  adopted 
this  currency  notwithstanding  the  burdens  of  a  gigantic  and  protracted 
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war  are  prosperous  beyond  all  former  precedent,  and  the  people  are  richer 
than  when  the  war  commenced.  Gold  dust  with  us  is  an  article  of  trade 
and  when  we  attempt  to  make  it  a  currency  we  close  the  door  against 
the  introduction  of  foreign  capital.  California  alone  among  the  loyal 
States  has  refused  the  adoption  of  the  national  currency.  The  effect  upon 
her  has  been  most  disastrous.  The  Governor  of  that  state  in  alluding  to 
this  subject  makes  use  of  the  following  language,  "Here  in  California  the 
enterprise  that  would  develop  our  unbounded  resources  is  checked  and 
repressed  for  want  of  capital.  While  the  necessary  amount  to  supply  the 
deficiency  is  waiting  at  our  doors  to  have  its  entrance  invited  and  its  stan- 
dard of  value  adopted."  If  such  has  been  the  effect  of  this  policy  upon 
a  comparatively  old  state  like  California,  what  must  be  its  consequences 
in  an  infant  Territory  like  ours.  Let  us  adopt  this  currency  and  capital 
will  find  its  way  here  in  abundance  to  quicken  enterprise  and  enlarge 
the  field  of  industry. 

It  may  be  necessary  during  this  session  to  make  some  provision  for  the 
confinement  of  criminals.  If  no  suitable  building  can  be  obtained,  one 
should  be  erected  as  soon  as  possible.  I  have  no  doubt  Congress  will  make 
a  liberal  appropriation  for  that  purpose.  Although  we  are  far  removed 
from  the  scene  of  strife,  which  is  devastating  one  portion  of  our  country, 
we  cannot  be  indifferent  to  the  result  of  the  struggle.  We  are  a  part  of 
the  great  American  Nation  and  a  part  of  that  Nation  we  must  ever 
remain,  her  interest,  her  prosperity,  and  glory  must  ever  be  dear  to  the 
heart  of  every  loyal  man.  This  unhallowed  rebellion  had  its  origin  in  the 
lust  for  power  and  the  insane  desire  to  extend  and  perpetuate  human 
bondage.  For  years  this  conspiracy  had  been  plotting  till  at  length,  under 
the  imbecile  administration  of  James  Buchanan,  it  threw  off  all  disguise 
and  assumed  the  defiant  attitude  of  treason.  Beginning  in  crime  and 
perfidy,  it  has  sought  to  establish  its  power  by  atrocities,  the  most 
inhuman  and  appalling.  Ignoring  the  long  established  rules  of  civilized 
warfare  it  has  prosecuted  the  war  with  a  fiendish  ferocity  that  would  put 
to  blush  the  most  uncultivated  savages.  When  this  war  commenced  many 
in  the  loyal  States,  from  long  political  association  with  the  leaders  of  the 
rebellion,  felt  no  little  sympathy  with  their  cause  and  in  most  of  the 
European  Governments,  they  had  active  and  influential  advocates.  But 
as  the  war  has  progressed  their  friends  have  deserted  them,  and  they  no 
longer  hope  for  assistance  from  the  Northern  States  or  recognition  from 
abroad.  The  issue  is  fully  made  up  between  loyalty  and  treason.  The 
opposing  armies  are  in  the  field  to  decide  the  question  by  the  wager  of 
battle,  and  between  them,  there  is  no  middle  ground.  The  people  of  the 
United  States  have  decided  with  singular  unanimity  in  their  recent  elec- 
tions for  the  prosecution  of  this  war  which  was  inaugurated,  till  every 
portion  of  the  Country  acknowledges  the  supremacy  of  the  Constitution. 
It  gives  me  pleasure  to  congratulate  you  on  the  prospects  of  a  speedy 
peace.  The  power  of  the  rebellion  is  already  broken.  Our  victorious  armies 
now  occupy  the  very  heart  of  the  rebellious  States  and  thunder  at  the 
gates  of  their  Capital.  As  true  and  loyal  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
we  may  well  rejoice  at  the  triumph  of  our  National  arms  and  look  with 
reasonable  assurance  for  the  restoration  of  peace,  but  it  must  be  a  peace 
that  assures  the  integrity  of  our  Country,  the  vindication  of  our  National 
honor,  and  the  recognition  of  man's  inalienable  rights. 

And  again  assuring  you  of  my  desire  to  cooperate  with  you  in  every 
measure  of  public  interest  and  invoking  the  benediction  of  Heaven  upon 
our  labours  I  submit  to  your  care  and  consideration  the  manifold  interests 
of  our  Territory.

24  HOUSE  JOURNAL— REGULAR  SESSION 

The  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  draft  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  both  Houses  when  in  joint  session,  made  the  following 
report: 

Joint  Rules  of  Council  and  House 

No.  1  In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  Houses,  if  either 
House  request  a  conference  and  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  therewith 
upon  the  subject  of  their  disagreement,  they  shall  meet  at  a  convenient 
time  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairman  and  having  conferred  freely, 
each  shall  report  to  their  respective  House  the  results  of  their  confer- 
ence. 

No.  2  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  House  to  the  other, 
it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  to  which  it  is  sent  by 
the  Door  Keeper,  thereof,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the 
Chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it  is  sent. 

No.  3  All  messages  between  the  Houses  shall  be  communicated  by  the 
Secretary,  or  Chief  Clerk  or  their  respective  assistants. 

No.  4  When  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly 
enrolled  by  the  Enrolling  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated, 
and  the  fact  of  its  origin  shall  be  certified  by  the  endorsement  of  the 
Secretary  or  Clerk  thereof. 

No.  5  When  bills  are  enrolled  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint 
committee  of  two  from  the  Council  and  two  from  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives who  shall  be  a  standing  committee  for  that  purpose  and  who 
shall  carefully  compare  the  enrollment  with  the  engrossed  bills,  as 
passed  in  the  Houses,  correct  any  errors  therein,  and  make  report 
thereof  forthwith  to  their  respective  Houses. 

No.  6  After  said  report  each  bill  shall  be  signed  first  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  then  by  the  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil in  the  presence  of  their  respective  House. 

No.  7  After  the  bill  shall  have  thus  been  signed  in  each  House,  it  shall 
be  presented  by  said  committee  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval  and 
they  shall  forthwith  report  the  day  of  presentation,  which  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  Journal  of  the  House  in  which  the  bill  originated. 

No.  8  All  orders,  joint  resolutions  and  memorials  to  Congress,  after 
they  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  shall  be  carefully  enrolled,  signed 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  President  of  the  Council  and  forthwith 
presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  signature.  After  receiving  his  approval 
they  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which 
they  originated  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  and  also  a  copy  to  our  delegate  in  Congress. 

No.  9  When  any  bill,  joint  resolution  or  memorial  which  shall  have 
passed  in  one  House,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  of  said  rejection 
shall  be  given  to  the  House  which  has  passed  the  same. 

No.  10  When  a  bill,  resolution  or  memorial  which  shall  have  passed  one 
House  is  rejected  in  the  other  it  shall  not  be  again  introduced  during 
the  Session  without  five  days  notice,  and  leave  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  voting  thereon. 

No.  11  Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other  with  any  bill,  resolution 
or  memorial  all  papers  upon  which  the  same  shall  be  founded. 

No.  12  When  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a 
bill  or  resolution  is  lost. 


FIFTH  DAY  25 

No.  13  When  any  bill  or  resolution,  which  has  passed  one  House,  is 
ordered  to  be  printed  by  the  other,  a  greater  number  of  copies  shall 
not  be  printed  than  is  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  House  making  the 
order.  When  any  other  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  ordered  printed  by 
either  House,  a  sufficient  number  of  copies,  shall  be  printed  for  the  use 
of  both  Houses. 

No.  14  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  when  any  document,  except 
bills  and  resolutions,  is  ordered  to  be  printed  in  their  respective  Houses, 
forthwith  to  communicate  such  order  to  the  other  House. 

No.  15  In  all  elections  in  joint  convention  of  the  two  Houses  the  names 
of  the  members  shall  all  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  and  they 
shall  be  called  upon  to  vote  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Bagg  that  the  Engrossing  Clerks  of  each  House  draw 
copies  of  the  joint  rules.  Adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  the  joint  convention  adjourned  Sine  die. 

Mr.  Mayhew  gave  notice  that  he  would  at  some  future  day  introduce 
the  following  bills:  "To  incorporate  the  Junction  and  Black  Tail  Deer 
Creek  Wagon  Road  Company"  and  the  "Bitter  Root  and  Kootney  Wagon 
Road  and  Ferry  Company." 

Mr.  Smith  moved  that  500  copies  of  the  Governor's  Message  be  printed 
for  the  use  of  the  House.  Adopted. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Smith:  "We  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the 
Governor's  Message  on  next  Saturday." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  the  rules  were  suspended  for  the  purpose  of 
appointing  a  Standing  Committee  on  Printing,  whereupon  a  Committee 
on  Printing  was  added  to  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  House,  and  the 
Chair  appointed  as  said  Committee:  Messrs.  Smith,  Courtright  and  Bell. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  the  Committee  on  Printing  were  instructed  by 
the  House  to  procure  whatever  printing  they  deemed  necessary  for  the 
use  of  the  clerks  or  members  thereof. 

Mr.  McCormick  moved  to  adjourn  to  tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock. 


SIXTH  DAY 

House  of  Representatives 
December  20th,  1864 

House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Roll  called.  Absent:  Messrs.  Bell,  Faulds  and  Mayhew. 

Minutes  of  last  meeting  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Stuart  gave  notice  he  would  at  some  future  day  introduce  a  bill 
to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Oroopalis. 

Mr.  Buck  gave  notice  that  he  would  on  Thursday  next  introduce  a  bill 
to  create  a  County  out  of  part  of  Jefferson;  also,  that  on  some  future  day 
he  would  introduce  a  bill  for  a  toll  road  through  Prickley  Pear  Canon.

I  herewith  return  to  you  House  Bill  No.  131  entitled,  "An  act  apportion- 
ing the  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Montana."  My  objections  to  this  are: 

First,  that  the  increased  representation  is  not  required  by  the  people. 
If  the  population  of  this  Territory  is  20,000,  the  present  representation 
gives  one  representative  for  every  one  thousand  persons,  and  should  our 
population  increase  to  fifty  thousand  next  fall,  the  present  representation 
would  be  one  representative  for  every  two  thousand  persons  which  is  cer- 
tainly a  very  liberal  representation. 

In  the  second  place  I  object  to  this  bill  for  the  reason  that  such  increased 
representation  will  greatly  increase  the  expenses  of  the  Territory.  I  submit 
to  you,  will  it  be  wise  to  throw  the  additional  burden  of  fifteen  or  sixteen 
thousand  dollars  upon  the  treasury  of  our  young  Territory  where  the 
increased  representation  is  not  required  and  would  add  nothing  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  Legislation.

To  the  Honorable  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  beg  leave  to  return  herewith  with  my  objections,  House  Bill  No.  (with- 
out number),  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  proceedings  in  Courts  of  Justice 
in  the  Territory  of  Montana." 

The  objectionable  section  of  this  act  is  numbered  324  wherein  it  is 
attempted  to  grant  rights  and  privileges  to  Chinamen,  Indians  and  per- 
sons of  African  descent.  Which  the  same  Section  denies  to  white  men. 
I  am  fully  aware  of  the  patriotic  course  pursued  in  the  present  Civil  War 
by  the  Negro  population  of  the  United  States  entitling  them  to  the  lasting 
gratitude  of  the  nation,  but  I  cannot  acknowledge  that  those  services  are 
of  more  value  or  more  unselfish  than  similar  labors  performed  by  the 
white  men. 

And  if  in  this  respect,  the  Honorable  members  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  should  differ  with  me,  I  submit  that  this  would  not  justify  the 
invidious  distinction  against  the  white  race  in  this  Section  attempted. 

Why  should  the  litigent  Negros  have  greater  facilities  afforded  them 
by  law  to  show  to  a  jury  the  facts  upon  which  they  base  their  most  impor- 
tant rights  than  two  white  men  similarly  circumstanced? 

Our  Juries  and  Courts  are  composed  exclusively  of  white  men  and  I 
consider  the  Caucasian  race  competent  to  weigh  evidence  coming  from  any 
witness  of  any  race  wisely,  justly  and  well. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  meet  at  the  threshold  this  effort  at  Class  Legislation 
to  claim  for  the  white  man  the  right  which  you  accord  to  the  Negro.  The 
right  to  introduce  the  evidence  of  any  and  every  description  tending  to 
establish  the  right  of  the  litigant  and  should  this  species  of  Class  Legis- 
lation be  permitted  to  pass  unnoticed,  how  soon  might  we  not  expect  some 
further  infringement  upon  the  rights  of  whites. 

The  especial  friends  of  the  Negro  should  be  satisfied  that  the  African 
has  an  equal  right  in  Court  and  should  not  thus  attempt  to  assert  for 
him  a  legal  superiority. 

If  this  species  of  legislation  is  to  be  practiced  I  greatly  fear  that  the 
Negro  population  of  the  States,  now  eminently  a  floating  population  will 
swarm  hither  in  vast  numbers  to  enjoy  special  favors  which  are  thereby 
accorded  them. 
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When  suitors  in  our  Courts  earnestly  ask  why  they  may  not  have  law 
according  to  them  the  right  to  use  the  evidence  of  a  Negro  to  establish 
their  rights.  Will  it  be  a  satisfactory  answer  to  such  interrogator  to  say 
"because  you  are  a  white  man". 

While  sympathizing  with  the  ardent  patriotism  of  the  honorable  mem- 
bers of  the  Assembly  in  their  laudable  desire  to  recognize  and  reward  in 
some  fitting  manner  the  unselfish  devotion  to  our  country  and  flag  dis- 
played by  the  African  race,  yet  I  will  not  allow  that  sympathy  to  lead 
me  so  far  astray  from  the  obvious  rules  of  common  justice  as  to  permit 
this  infringement  upon  the  rights  of  my  own  white  race. 

I  hope  the  two  Houses  of  the  Assembly  will  yet  so  amend  this  section 
as  to  grant  to  white  persons  the  privileges  in  the  section  as  it  now  stands 
granted  only  to  colored  persons.  And  I  would  respectfully  submit  that  the 
passage  of  a  Joint  Resolution  by  your  Honorable  Bodies  tendering  to  the 
Negroes  the  thanks  of  this  Territory  for  their  heroic  sacrifices  and  labors 
for  the  preservation  of  the  Republic  will  in  a  less  objectionable  manner 
accomplish  all  you  contemplate  by  the  passage  of  the  section  I  cannot 
approve.
